tax, fee, fine, penalty, interest or other charge, for processing the
transaction. The amount of the service charge shall be the same
amount as the fee charged for the collection of a check drawn on
an account with insufficient funds. Provided, however, this service
charge shall not apply nor be collected if an electronic device is
used to conduct the transaction, the card and card holder are
present, and the officer learns of the declination of the credit card
or debit card at the time of the transaction is processed.
